A RESOLUTION to recognize Sarah Grizzell on receiving the Girl
Scout Gold Award.

WHEREAS, at a time when this nation's youth face difficult challenges, the Girl Scouts of

America is one of our finest assets, providing young women with an educational program that

contributes significantly to their character development, citizenship training, and improved

mental and physical fitness; and

which demand efficient organizational, time management, and leadership skills; and 

WHEREAS, further, a Senior Girl Scout must build on her experiences in Girl Scouting to

complete a Gold Award project, which provides an opportunity for her to put her leadership

skills, career, interests, and personal values together to serve her community; and
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WHEREAS, Sarah Grizzell's project, entitled "Computers for the Women's Care Center,"

was designed to help women in crisis situations.  Ms. Grizzell set up two computers and a

printer and created two instruction booklets for each workstation at the Sevierville Women's

Care Center, thus enabling women at the Center to create resumes, letters, or any kind of

document necessary for finding and securing employment; and 

WHEREAS, the daughter of Micca and Dwight Grizzell, Sarah is a Senior at Gatlinburg-

Pittman High School, where she has demonstrated considerable ability as a leader among her

peers; and 

WHEREAS, it is fitting that this General Assembly should pause to recognize Sarah

Grizzell as one of the most outstanding young people in our State; now, therefore,
